Order Limiting 
Shipment of 
Spuds Changed 

The order limiting shipment of 
potatoes from the Southeastern 
production area to U. 8. No. 1 
grade or better, 1 7-8 Inches mini- 
mum diameter, has, upon recom- 
mendation of the Southeastern 
Potato Committee, been changed 
so that lower grade potatoes can 
be marketed, according to J. C. 
Broome, manager. Southeastern 
Potato Cotnmlttee. 

The order allowing the lower 
grades to be shipped reads as fol- 
lows: 

"During the period beginning 
July 10, 1949 and ending July 31, 
1940 no handler shall ship pota- 
toes grown in the Southeastern 
States production area which do 
not meet the requirementa of U. 
S, No. 2 grade or better grades, 
Vk Inches minimum diameter as 
such grades aiid sizes are defined 
in U. S. Standards for potatoes." 

According to the alMve all po- 
tatoes grading U. S. No. 2 or bet. 
ter and over \y% inches in diame- 
ter may l:e marketed. All potatoes 
must be inspected by the Federal 
State Insp^tion Service. 

The above revision in the or- 
der does not affect potato^ for,: 
canning, for export, or potatoes 
moving to washers wlthinXthe 
area.

Supervlvora to Meet 
With Ckmiervatioii 
Commiaiion Members 

The Prlnoeu Aon* County 
SuperviioTi will m«et with mem- 
bera of the Vhrglnta Oonaervatlon 
Conunlaslon »t the ^nvaller Ho- 
tel Sfttwrday morning to cmA^r 
the tdviMUUty of draining a a.- 
QOO-acre «w«mp that extends from 
eeaahore Park through parta of 
TQrt Story as a means of reduc- 
ing mosquito infestation of the 
North Virginia Beach and Bay 
Colony area. 

In the meantime, Robert l>. 
Vannote, consulting entomologist 
of Morristown, N. J., who has been 
secured by the Virginia Beaoh- 
PrlnMSs Anne County Mosquito 
Control Commission to study the 
area, made public his findings. 

His solution will answer many 
of the arguments against the 
drainage of the swamp area of 
the Seashore State Park. Hereto- 
fore, advocates of keeping the 
park in its natural state have 
said that draining the park, woirtd 
kill off much of the semi-tropical 
and aquatic plants which depend 
upon the marshy land for sus- 
tenance. 

Mr. Vannote would drain the 
water in November or early De- 
cember, permitting the "drying 
out of the breding areas without 
destruction of the aquatics." By 
removal of water during the dry 
spell, he said, the larvae of the 
mosquito, Mansonia perturbans, 
the principal offender, would be 
destroyed. 

Mansonia perturbans, which 
breeds in the area, is unique in 
that the usual methods of exter- 
mination are not effective. The 
larvae of the Mansonia pertur- 
bans lives under thS'waUir, secur- 
ing its oxygen to sustain life from 
the roots of certain aquatic plants 
found no where in the area ex- 
cept in the park. On the other 
fland, the more common variety 
0f mosquitcs are easily killed in 
their larvae stage cecause they 
must come to the surface of their 
breeding pools for oxygen, and 
ordinary oil sprays are effective 
in eliminating them. 

Other of Mr. Vannote's sug- 
gestions include a system of wa- 
ter control stations to be estab- 
lished to permit the impound- 
ment of waters during 11 months 
of the year. 

He a's3 recommended that an 
emergency program of adult mos- 
quito control be established until 
the permanent drainage - water 
coatrc^ project can be completed 

The plan caUs for a seri» of 
ditefaoB to drain depressions and 
lommt the water table in the 
breeding areas some six incfaefi 
below the ground surface.

Syste m Plaim ed 

Lockwood Promiiea 
Action Followlnff 
Letter from C. of C, 

VUYlnia Beaeh can look for- 
ward to better and more sanitary 
handling of trash and garbage 
collections during the next year. 

That is the word received from 
Town Manager Lawrence Lock- 
wood in a letter to Albln R 
Mailhes of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, which was made public 
this week. 

Town Manager Lockwood point- 
ed out that the 1849-50 budget 
calls for an expenditure of $6,500 
for a new garbaf • truck of mod- 
em design so that the offensive 
open-body trucks now in use on 
Atlantic Avenue may be replaced. 
The ne" design, which will be 
covered, will eliminate a parti- 
cularly objectionable feature of 
the old trucks— the odor and the 
possibility of errant winds blow- 
ing the trash back into the 
streets. 

The use of the truck on At- 
lantic Avenue, together with the 
implementing of certain other 
measures will unquestionably re- 
sult in greatly improved, condi- 
tions before the beginning of the 
1850 season, Mr. Lockwood said. 

His letter to the Chamber of 
Commerce was in reply to one 
sent by the Chamber last week 
asking that something be done 
about the garbage and trash situ- 
ation along Atlantic Avenue, and 
pointing out the many complaints 
that eome into the Chamber's of- 
fices as a result of the unsightly 
condition of trash put out for col- 
lection. 

The Town Manager's letter read 
in full:

Your letter of August 17 per- 
taining to the handling of gar- 
bage and trash on the eastern 
side of Atlantic Avenue has ceeu 
received. 

Our Health and Sanitation En- 
gineer, A. Worth Petty, and I are 
iully cognizant of the problem re- 
ierred to in your letter and you 
may be assured that everything 
possible to jmprove the situation 
will be done. In this cozmection 
you will, I am sure, derive con- 
siderable satisfaction from the 
fact that the Town's budget for 
the 1949-50 fiscal year includes 
$6,500 for the purchase of a new 
garbage truck of modern design. 
Ihe use of the new truck for col- 
lecting garbage and trash on At- 
lantic Avenue together with the 
implementing of certain other 
measures we have under consid- 
eration will unquestionably result 
in greatly improved conditioas 
before the beginning of the 195G 
season.

Hardy Promise Aid in Rent Decontrol Fight 

The Princess Anne County Board of Supervisors took a dim view 
of the State Highway Department's new secondary road poUciea aa 
submitted to them at their regular August meeting on Monday. 

The new poUcles, which were 
handed the supervisors along with 
the tentative budget for the year 
that began for the Highway De- 
partment July 1. were particular- 
ly objectionable in the formula 
to be followed in connection with 
rural road additions to the sys- 
tem. The latter would be limited 
to one per cent of each county's 
rural secondary mileage in any 
one year, and the cost to no more 
than 5 per cent of the Unprove- 
ment fund. 

The tentative budget, as ez- 
plaUied to the board by B. D. 
Hubbard, resident highway engi- 
neer, would total $176,000. This 
sum, broken down, allocated 
$108,000 to maintenance, $44,000 
to replacements, and $24,000 to 
surfacing of new streets and 
roads. «i 

Mr. Hubbard described the new 
budget as approximately the same 
as last year's. The amount is al- 
located by the State on the basla 
of area, populaUon (1840), nUlBr- 
of roads in the system, and' traf- 
fic density.

Besidents o/ North Virginia Beach mdy at long last get some 
relief from the State Park mosquito nuisance. Robert L. Vannote, 
consultant entomologist, has presented his findings to the County 
Board of Supervisors who, in turn, wUl meet with the Virginia Con- 
aervation Commission on Saturday. Vannote's suggestions are such 
that will not endanger the natural growth and beauty of the State 
Park yet will permit the drying cut of mosquito treedlng places. 

The Park swamp lands have been a subject of controversy be- 
tween conservationists and nearby residents for many years. Garden 
dub members have opposed any action which would be deemed detri- 
4nental to the natural growth in Seashore State Park. Local inhabi-

from the Park. To date no action has been taken. 

If the County Board is able to convince the Conservation Gom- 
miasion that a mid-winter drainage of the 2000-acre swamp area is 
the solution, then next summer's inhabitant's will find a great relief.

than can be satisfied by the 
amount available. 

In the county system, there are 
303.26 miles in the secondary sys- 
tem, and of this, 57 miles are of 
urban streets and 246 miles of 
rural roads. Not all of this mile- 
age is haid-surfaced, however, 
Mr. Hubbard said. 

With the new formula for ad- 
ditions to the system applied, the 
supervisors believe that the needs 
of Princess Anne County will not 
be met satisfactorily. "There are 
not enough roads, and not enough 
money being spent," was the con- 
'::ensus of the discussion. It was 
brought out that there are at 
least 15 miles of roads now which 
should te brought into the sys- 
tem, not talcing into account the 
many new developments growing 
up .in the county. 

Population growth in Princess 
Anne has nearly doubled since the 
1940 census, members of the board 
declared. 

The board instructed Common- 
wealth's Attorney P. W. 'Ackiss to 
prepare a resolution to go to the 
State Highway Commission prc- 
testhig the policies on additions 
and pointing out that the one per 
cent addition permissable is par- 
ticularly objectionable. 

Not included in the $176,000 
budget will be the improvement 
of two roads totaling 4.19 miles 
on a Federal-State basis. The 
roads are: tliat section of the In- 
dian River Road from the Mili- 
tary Highway to Kempsville (at 
Mears Comer), and from the 
Kempsville Road to Highway 58. 
intersecting at Rosemont. Both 
of these roads were said to have 
heavy vehicular traffic each day, 
the former up to 1,157 cars, the 
latter 670 daily.

Waterways Project 

The board discussed the pro- 
ject contemplated by the Lynn- 
haven Inlet Improvement Associ- 
ation, and went on record as ap- 
proving the project and request- 
ing the Norfolk Southern Rail- 
road to abandon the trestle across 
the Lynnhaven Inlet so as to fa- 
cilitate the project. 

The Norfolk Southern has al- 
ready made application to the 
State Corporation Commission to 
abandon the section of track tak- 
ing in the span in question, and 
to terminate theh: trackage^ in 
Princess Anne County on the Vir- 
ginia Beach route at Lake Sta- 
tion to the south of Virginia 
Beach. 
Pnnps to State 

The State Highway Department 
will be requested by the board to 
take over the two piunping sta- 
tions on Route 60 used for the 
purpose of keeping water from 
standing on tlie highway after 
heavy rains. In last week's down- 
pour, one of the pumps broke 
down with tlie result that the 
highway was all but impassable 
for two days, or until the pump 
was put in order. The resolution 
asking the state to take over the 
pumps and their maintenance 
pointed out that the efficiency of 
the system had been long demon- 
strated. 
Hospital Contract 

The board also received a let- 
ter from the Virginia Beach Hos- 
pital asking for a conference con- 
cerning the contiact that the 
county has with the hospital for 
the Care of indigent and other 
hospital cases where the county 
bears the hospitalization expense. 
The present contract expires Sep- 
tember 8, and calls for $8 per day 
per patient. The letter pointec' 
out that the $8 was hardly suf- 
ficient to cover all of the expenses 
involved.

But the experience of SKF In- 
dustries, Inc.. shows there is an- 
other dividend in the annual fac- 
tory shut-down. 

Rich returns in better and more 
efficient maintenance and re.

PrlniDMB Anne C^cninty f srmen 
this week were nottOed how mueh 
•ereaf e they may aeed to wheat 
this faU to be eUflble for prtM 
•upport under the govemnent's 
acreage allotment idan to eontiol 
production of the 1S5Q crop. The 
total cojinty wheat allotment la 
aasi acres. 

This announcement came from 
R. W. Lane, chairman of the ACA 
Committee, who said that notices 
of Individual farm allotments 
were mailed Monday to lOl wheat 
growers of which his office had 
record. He added, however, that 
any farmer who did not get a no- 
tice and lieUeves he is eligible to 
receive a wheat allotment should 
communloate with the County 
ACA office. 

Wheat acreage allotments for 
1950 have been established for all 
"old" wheat farms, which Mr. 
Lane defined as those on vMch 
wheat was produced in any one 
of the years 1947, 1948, or 1949. 
Farms on which wheat was not 
seeded in any of these three years 
but which plan to seed wheat for 
1950 harvest are considered as 
"new" wheat farms. In order to 
request a 1950 acreage allotment 
operators of these "new" wheat 
farms must ma^ application in 
person or by writing to the Coun- 
ty ACA Committee, giving the 
specific amount of acreage re- 
quested. "New" farm applications 
must be in the hands of the 
county committee not later than 
September 1, 1949. 

The secretary of agriculture ar- 
rived at the national wheat al- 
lotment in accordance with the 
law as defined in the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1938. This act 
in effect says that the national 
allotment shall be such as to pro- 
vide a total wheat supply, includ- 
ing carry-over stoclcs, equal to 
norn^al domestic and export con- 
sumption, plus a 30 per cent re- 
serve. Under this formula, the 
production needed in 1950 will be 
1,110 million bushels. This 
amount, when converted to acres 
on the basis of average yields, 
results in a' national wheat allot- 
ment of 68,944,099 acres, repre- 
senting a reduction of about 14 
mUlion acres below the amount 
seeded for 1949 harvest. 

The national allotment has 
been apportioned among states, 
and in turn to counties and farms 
on the basis of acreage and pro- 
duction history, with considera- 
tion given to war crop production 
3djustments. The 1950 aUotment 
for Virginia is 502.092 acres. 

To be eligible for government 
price support on wheat next year, 
a grower mus» produce only the 
icreage allowed under his indi- 

idual farm allotment. Producers 
nving wheat on more than one 

arm may become ineligible for 

rice support by exceeding hte 

Ilotment on any farm.

Vm raman tM typical of the 
gripea that we heard. Two days 
'«fter the Virginia Guard took up 
training at the Beach post, the 
rotten condition of the camp was 
reported to tu by one of the top 
oncers. 

Camp Pendleton, located at the 
south end of the Beach is, in the 
strict sense of the word, dilapidat- 
ed. All of the buildings need 
painting. In many, windows are 
missing, doors unlocked and 
luuiging off the hinges, walls are 
coming to pieces, and some of the 
buildings even sag. Floors are 
ragged and un-waxed. What fur- 
niture there is in the l)uildings is 
either broken or on its last legs. 

The landscape is overgrown. 
The roads have holes and fences 
are falling to pieces. Bven the 
Governor's summer cottage, lo- 
cated in the camp, needs paint- 
Jng. 

Rlglit now the post needs, more 
4ban anything else, iron gates to 
kMP visitors from viewing ttie 
•disgraceful sight. 

This summer the guardsmen 
-sent to Camp Pendleton from 
Bast Coast states has decreased. 
iMit season approximately 4,000 
•officers and men from Virginia 
were stationed there for a two- 
weeks training period. However, 
this summer only 725 men were 
routed to Camp Pendleton. Most 
0t mk Virginia Guardsmen were 
ordered North where facilltieB are 
Iwtter. 

The Beach camp is state-owned 
and is one of the largest state- 
controlled training sites in Vir- 
ginia. Yet, very little money has 
been spent on it by the state. 

According to one authority, if 
the state would spend money to 
improve the post, the Federal gov- 

- eminent woiild chip in at the ra- 
tio of 7 to 1. 
Perhaps it would be wise if 

-some of the influential Beach 
people, and there are many, would 
press the State government to 

make some effort to keep the 

^camp up, since a large share of 
■Om money made by the men in 
the camp is spent on the Beach. 

A FREAK WINDSTORM swept 
down the beach over the week- 
end upsetting beach ctiairs and 
umbrellas.

Summer Fishing At iniet Best Yet 
Despite Recent 'Drismai' Weatiier

Despite rough seas and "dria- 
mal" days during the past two 
weeks. Ashing at Lynnhaven Inlet 
this summer has been better than 
ever before, according to reports 
from several commercial fisher- 
men. 

Sportsmen have been consis- 
tently hitting for large hauls, both 
in the Inlet and off the shores of 
the Beach. 

Flounder, sea bass, bonita. dol- 
phin, croaker, blues and other 
species have been biting through- 
out the season, with large catches 
of all being reported from timr 
to time. 

Up until the recent bad weather 
set in sportsmen were hauling in 
as many as 120 or more small 
blues. Many anglers recently have 
been more than satisfied with a 
morning's catch of these game 
flsh and have returned to the 
docks several hours before the 
sun started downward. 

Amberjack, which are often 
caught here weighlitg 30 pounds 
or more, began running this 
month. J. Shrieves took a party 



mat on his boat from Poole's Boat 
House recently. Using bunker and 
squid for bait, the anglers hauled 
in seven amberjack. Then incle- 
ment weather closed in and cur- 
tailed any further effort by sports- 
men for amberjack and other 
deep sea flahing. 

Meanwhile ai^lers have been 
dropping their lines Imck in the 
Inlet where the^ waters are con. 
siderably calmer. This week J. A. 
Phillips. C. A. PhlUips, of North 
Carolina, and J. E. and Lindsay 
Dail, of Portsmouth, anchored 
back in the Inlet, baited their 
lines with shrimp and then for a 
little more than an hour were 
busy hauling In croakers. They 
checked in at Poole's with 100 
of the flsh— one of the larger 
catches of the season. 

Rock, too, have been biting 
around Leaner Bridge. Ted Morley 
and Wayne Rider, of Lynnhaven, 
anchored close to the bridge this 
week and caught 47 pounds of 
Rock weighing from thred t3 nine 
pounds each. 

Although no large hauls of trout 



have been miorted. they are on 
the run. aooordUig to Captain 
Bob Dale, charter boatman. 

Dale, who was the flrst to aet 
UP as a oonunerclal fisherman in 
the Inlet Ave years ago. has done 
much to boost deep sea Ashing 
from I^ynnhaven. Ten days ago 
when the seas were somewhat 
calm, he and Oerould Spencet 
Ashed near the lightship, about 
20 miles east of Cape Henry, in 
search of new Ashing grounds. So 
far they haven't found a likeable 
spot. Dale, however, discoverect 
the outer reel. 20 miles off and 
south of Virginia Beach, this 
summer and many sportsmen have 
been catching dolphin, bonita, and 
other game Ash from this spot. 

Captain Dale has located prac- 
tically all of the popular fishing 
spots off the Beach and Cape 
Henry. In addition to the outer 
reef, sportsmen have been drop 
line fishing and trolling off the 
inner reef and three wrecks, all 
located about Ave miles out and 
from Cape Henry to the south 
end of the Beach.
